City budget blues 

Another year of tax hikes and 
fee increases. Yipee. 
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Chicago elevating tasty 
treat to an art form

Chocolate lovers can find cocoa heaven in 
Chicago, where a chocolate aroma wafts 
through the city when the wind is just right, 
and specialty tours lead people around town 
trolling for truffles. 

As the new home of the U.S. Chocolate 
Academy, Chi-town is primed to become 
even more of a chocolate town. 

Last month, chocolate giant Barry 
Callebaut opened its first U.S. Chocolate 
Academy in the old Montgomery Ward ware- 
house, at 600 W Chicago Ave. 

The Academy trains professionals — such 
as pastry chefs, restaurateurs and food 
manufacturers— to achieve chocolate excel- 
lence through courses that range from mak- 
ing ganache to plating desserts to designing 
chocolate sculptures (all classes are $580 for 
two-day courses or $800 for three-day cours- 
es). The Academy hopes to eventually offer 
courses to the general public. 

“We want this to be the destination for 
chocolate everything,” said Sarah O’Neil, 
director of marketing for Barry Callebaut 
North America, which moved its headquar- 
ters to Chicago last year because of the city’s 
location and strong culinary tradition. 

Zurich-based Callebaut, the world’s leading 
manufacturer of high-quality cocoa, operates 
12 chocolate academies around the world, but 
Chicago’s is its first in the U.S. 

The Academy bolsters Chicago’s thriving 
premium chocolate landscape, which this 
decade has sprouted dozens of boutique 
chocolate shops and lounges that pride them- 
selves on high-quality ingredients and creative 
concoctions. Local artisans like Vosge Haut- 
Chocolat, which offers curry- and wasabi- 
infused chocolate, and Coco Rouge, which 
adds bacon to its exotic chocolate mix, have 
risen alongside chains like Ethels. 

For chocophiles like 27-year-old Michelle 
LaNoue, who likes to experiment with exotic 
combinations, the gourmet explosion is an 
exciting departure from some store choco- 
lates that can “taste almost like a wax.” 

LaNoue, who lives in Plainfield, knows a 
good chocolate when “you can taste more 


Chocolate is, at its core, a mixture of sugar, 
cocoa butter and chocolate liquor, which 
refers to all the substance extracted from the 
cocoa bean (it doesn’t contain alcohol). 

Cocoa butter is the fatty part of the 
cocoa bean (it’s not dairy), and it is a crucial 
component of chocolate. In the U.S., chocolate 
cannot contain any fats or oils that are not 
cocoa butter. If it does, it cannot legally be 
called chocolate. 

To cut costs, some manufacturers are 
substituting cocoa butter with vegetable 
oil. Market leader Hershey’s has announced 
it will do so, though it says 85 percent of its 
product lineup will remain 100 percent cocoa 


butter (including Hershey’s Kisses and Reese’s 
Peanut Butter Cups). Look for labeling that 
says “chocolate-flavored” or “chocolate-like” to 
see whether it’s pure. 

DARK CHOCOLATE: Contains cocoa 
butter, chocolate liquor, sugar and vanilla. 

The proportions of the ingredients determine 
whether it’s bitter, semi-sweet or sweet. 

MILK CHOCOLATE: Contains cocoa butter, 
chocolate liquor, sugar, vanilla and milk or milk 
powder. 

WHITE CHOCOLATE: Contains sugar, cocoa 
butter, milk and vanilla. It doesn’t contain 
any cocoa powder, so some say it’s not really 
chocolate.

than two ingredients. Tbu’re trying to figure 
out what’s in it.” 

Interest in premium and dark chocolate 
has been driving the U.S. chocolate market, 
which grew 22 percent since 2002 to $16.3 
billion last year, according to market research 
firm Mintel. And people continue to indulge 
despite the economic gut punch. Chocolate 
has proven to be relatively recession-proof, 
according to Mintel. 

“People are talking about chocolates now 
like wines,” said Richard Cusick, an adviser 
at the Chocolate Academy and formerly the 
pastry chef at such restaurants as Charlie 
Trotter’s and Everest. “You might have a 
chocolate with raspberry flavors, or smoke.” 

Premium chocolate accounts for just 15 
percent of chocolate sales in traditional mar- 
kets (not including specialty stores), and just 
20 percent of chocolate consumers say they 
care about cacao percentage, the marker of 
a premium chocolate, according to a Mintel 
survey The survey found M&Ms are the 
favorite brand. But for those with adventur-

ous palates, Chicago is a playground. 

Valerie Beck, who founded Chicago 
Chocolate Tours three years ago, organizes 
about lo tours a week to some of her favorite 
chocolate shops in the city ($40 per person). 

“I choose the ones where, when I take a 
bite, Fm transported,” said Beck, a petite, 
giggly woman who gave up a career as a lawyer 
to pursue her chocolate dreams. “It’s like an 
uplifted feeling of happiness.” 

RedEye tagged along on a Sunday afternoon 
tour of Gold Coast chocolate shops with a 
dozen women (about 90 percent of the peo- 
ple who go on the chocolate tours are women. 
Beck says). The tour started at the flower-filled 
Teuscher shop at 900 N. Michigan Ave., which 
imports its chocolates fresh from Zurich, and 
where an 8 -ounce box of the signature cham- 
pagne truffles will set you back $38. It ended 
at Sarah’s Pastries and Candies, 70 E. Oak St., 
founded four years ago by 27-year-old Sarah 
Levy, where the chocolate delights made on- 
site boast caramelized almonds, roasted pista- 
chios and Rice Krispies. 


The diversity of Chicago’s chocolate 
scene — from European chains to independent 
artisans— is what makes it “the best chocolate 
city in the world,” in Beck’s opinion. 

“We have this wonderful mix of high and 
low culture in America that leads to great cre- 
ativity,” Beck said. 

Still, Europe remains at the cutting edge of 
chocolate experimentation. Jerome Landrieu, 
an award-winning Erench pastry chef and 
a technical adviser at Chicago’s Chocolate 
Academy, said chocolates filled with avocado 
and Tabasco sauce are catching on in Paris. 

Despite the crazy combinations, choco- 
late is serious business. The sleek and spot- 
less Academy feels more like a science class- 
room than Willy Wonka’s factory Visitors are 
required to wear a white lab coat and hairnet 
while touring the state-of-the-art facility 

Chocolate-making is partly a science, after 
all. Chocolate tastes different depending on 
where the cocoa bean is grown. It has to be 
tempered— a process of heating and cool- 
ing— to give it the proper shine and “snap.” 


But mostly it’s an art, and a reflection of 
each chocolatier’s passion and personality 

At Bon Bon, a chocolate boutique in 
Andersonville, colorful Day of the Dead 
skulls, Buddha-shaped bon bons and choco- 
late bars molded with Kama Sutra patterns 
are sold in a dimly lit space decorated with a 
chandelier bearing sphinx heads, a palmistry 
hand model and a Ouija board. 

Owner Elizabeth Hulme-Zuverink, who 
said her former jobs titles include “ghost 
investigator” and “Russian Gypsy Card read- 
er,” makes all of the chocolates by hand with 
her daughter, 23-year-old Madison Zuverink. 
She remembers her pastry teachers telling her 
a chocolate shop alone could never survive 
when she opened it in 2002. It was a strug- 
gle at first, but business has been improving 
every year with the explosion in interest in 
premium chocolate. 

“This shop really reflects what one person 
can do when they pour themselves into some- 
thing,” Madison Zuverink said.

Did you know ... 

» Chicago is the nation’s candy capital, 
measured by the number of people 
employed in the candy-making business. 
That still holds true even though many 
candy factories have moved out in the 
past decade. When it comes to chocolate- 
making specifically, however, Chicago 
is beat out by Harrisburg, Pa., home of 
Hershey. 

»70 percent of the world’s cocoa crop 
comes from Africa, most of it from the Ivory 
Coast. 

»3.6 billion pounds of chocolate candy 
were consumed in the U.S. in 2007. That’s 12 
pounds per person. 

» The U.S. is 12th in the world in per capita 
chocolate consumption. The top three 
are Switzerland, the United Kingdom and 
Germany. 

» Cocoa cultivation has been traced back 
to the Olmec civilization (1500-400 B.C.), in 
what is now Honduras. Later, the Mayans 
and Aztecs used cacao beans as currency 
and made chocolate into a hot, spicy drink 
reserved for warriors, nobility and priests. 

» 67 percent of people who buy chocolate 
for themselves do it because they have a 
chocolate craving. 

» Chocolate melts at around body 
temperature. 

»The chocolate smell from the Blommer 
Chocolate Co. factory that occasionally 
hangs over Chicago is a result of choco- 
pollution. The EPA cited Blommer in 2005 
for releasing too much cocoa dust in the air 
when grinding cocoa beans. 

» Dark chocolate can be healthy for your 
heart. It contains high levels of flavanoids, 
antioxidants that can help reduce bad 
cholesterol and improve blood flow to lower 
blood pressure. 

» Chocolate does not contain much 
caffeine. The average serving of milk 
chocolate has less than a cup of decaf 
coffee. But chocolate does contain 
theobromine, which is a stimulant. 

» Chocolate has not been proven to 
be an aphrodisiac. Chocolate contains 
tryptophan, which is a building block 
of serotonin, and phenylethylamine, a 
chemical released when people fall in love. 
But the amounts in chocolate are too small 
to have any measurable effect on desire, 
researchers say.

A fresh start

The scene: It’s the most head-spinning 
reinvention of the season— and no, 
we’re not talking about Britney 

Three weeks ago and seemingly 
overnight, the River 
North space that was 
once Republic 
Pan-Asian 
Restaurant & 

Lounge morphed 
into Farmerie 58, a con- 
temporary American bis- 
tro. Gone are the Asian 
appetizers, the noodle 
and rice dishes, and the 
sake cocktails. In their 
place is a new concept entirely, helmed 
by executive chef William Alexander, 
a former Kendall College instructor 
who’s logged time at NOLAhot spots 
EmeriTs and Commander’s Palace. 

Under Alexander’s watch, the menu 
takes a turn toward sustainable, farm- 
centric fare. He’s sourcing everything 
he can from Illinois or within a one- 
state radius, and come spring, he’ll be 


growing some ingredients in an on-site 
rooftop garden. 

Though the menu got an overhaul, 
the space just got a nip and tuck. Some 
booth seating disappeared from the 
first-floor lounge, where 
brunch is served, and the 
once beige chairs were 
reupholstered with a dark 
brown fabric. The result, a 
more back-to-basics feel, is 
in synch with the kitchen’s 
philosophy, but it left us 
feeling a little cold. 

The cuisine: Though the 
mantra here is all about 
straight-from-the-farm 
ingredients, don’t come expect- 
ing hearty farmhouse portions. 
Presentations are refined and serving 
sizes restrained. 

If you’re weary of brunch dishes 
that come with a half-pound of greasy 
spuds on the side, you’ll find it refresh-

tangle of truffle frites. But if you’re of 
the eat-your-own-weight-in-breakfast- 
potatoes persuasion, you might leave 
disappointed. 

Only the French toast ($10, pic- 
tured), two petite pieces of brioche 
covered in tangy Door County cher- 
ries and a sprinkling of hazelnuts, left 
us truly wanting more. The house- 
made chicken sausage dish ($12), 
served over wild mushroom polenta 
with a perfectly poached egg but 


brought down by dry, under-seasoned 
sausage patties, really only left us 
yearning for another glass of water.

The Basics: 'You’ll find cozy jazz club Close Up 2 in 
the almost-South Loop, a walkable distance from 
the hubbub of downtown offices and Near South 
Side condos. Icy blue walls and a soundtrack of 
cool jazz are the first things you’ll notice when you 
escort your date inside. Grab a couple of bar stools 
to gaze at your sweetie beneath the intimate blue 
pendant lights, or stake out a spot near the stage 
to be right near the action. 

Close Up 2 attracts an upscale urban crowd of 
jazz aficionados and novices alike, all flocking to 
hear live performances from accompished local 
jazz artists such as Cory 'Wilkes, Rick Parma, 
Skinny Williams and Nick Colionne. It doesn’t 
matter whether your jazz IQ is robust or nonexis- 
tent, though; after a night spent here, you’ll likely 
be so swept away by the music and ambience that 
the only question will be: “Ytbur place or mine?” 

Noise level: Well, it’s a jazz club, so expect the 
performers to command your attention if you’re 
seated near the stage. If you’d rather make room 
for flirtatious banter, sink into a comfy couch in 
the dark, curtained area in the front of the club. 
There, you can enjoy a toned-down version of the 
music while you nuzzle and proposition your date. 

What to order: The most-ordered sippers on 
the signature martini menu are simple, elegant 
concoctions. Owner Frank Goss attests that the 


straight-forward Chocolate Martini ($12) is a 
favorite, as is the Pear Martini ($10), made with 
Grey Goose La Poire vodka, triple sec and a splash 
of 7-UP. Really want to seal the deal? Order to 
impress with The Millionaire Cocktail, a blend of 
Dom Perignon and Louis XIII . The $75 invest- 
ment could yield more returns than the stock 
market these days. There is no kitchen on the 
premises, but if you’re nice to the bartender, you’ll 
be privy to a list of local restaurants that deliver. 

Icebreaker: 'Yes, this jazz club is indeed a sequel. 
Close Up 2 is a resurrection of Close Up, originally 
located just a few blocks away on South Dearborn. 
The original Close Up debuted in 1987, the same 
year as the inception of smooth jazz radio station, 
WNUA(95.5-FM).

Alicia Keys lands her 
dream role in ‘Bees’

TORONTO When Alicia Keys met with 
director Gina Prince-Bythewood and 
told her that she wanted a role in “The 
Secret Life of Bees,” Prince-Bythewood 
actually already had someone else in mind. 
But, as fate would have it, just after that 
meeting, Prince-Bythewood stumbled 
upon a magazine ad promoting reading 
and featuring Keys. Guess what book she 
was reading? 

“I knew that was a sign,” Prince- 
Bythewood said. “She was sitting there 
reading ‘The Secret Life of Bees’ to a group 
of kids, and I knew she had to be in this 
movie.” 

Keys, who had read the book years 
ago and fell in love with the story, said 
she also felt it was meant to be. “It was a 
very interesting story the way that it came 
together,” Keys said. 

Based on Susan Monk Kidd’s best- 
selling 2002 novel, “Bees” hits theaters on 
Friday with Keys playing June Boatwright, 
a civil rights activist, musician and partner 
in the family honey-making business with 
her two sisters, August (Queen Latifah) 
and May (Sophie Okonedo). 

The Boatwrights soon find themselves 


playing hosts to two unexpected guests— 
Lily (Dakota Fanning), a young girl who 
has run away from her abusive father (Paul 
Bettany), and Rosaleen (Jennifer Hudson), 
Lily’s former housekeeper who is on the lam 
from the law for spitting on a white man. 

At 27, Keys is too young to have 
lived through this country’s turbulent 
racial climate in the early ’60s. The 
New York native, however, appreciated 
the opportunity to go back in time by 
playing such an intriguing and conflicted 
character. 

“June is really, really special,” Keys said, 
fingering a snack she brought into the 
room with her. ‘And she is multilayered, 
and that’s the reason why I loved her so 
much because we all are so multilayered.” 

To prepare for the role, the ii-time 
Grammy winner not only had to immerse 
herself in civil rights history, but also learn 
a new instrument. June plays the cello— 
and now so does the piano-playing Keys, 
at least a little bit. 

“I’m now better at the cello than I ever 
was before, but I would still need a massive 
amount of practice,” Keys said. “I do play 
classical music, so I understand where that 
comes from. Gina asked me if I could learn 
to play the cello and, if not, June could 
maybe play the piano. I said. Absolutely 
not.’ ” 

Aside from their mutual affection for 
music, June and Keys also have similar 


views on marriage. In the film June 
continually declines her boyfriend’s (Nate 
Parker) proposals, mostly because she’s 
afraid to commit. Keys can identify with 
her reluctance. 

“There’s almost like a stigma with 
marriage at this point, in a lot of ways, to 
me,” she said. ‘Alot of people, they’ve been 
saying, ‘Oh, don’t get married. It ruins 
everything.’ And I’m like, ‘Damn’— so I 
can understand.” 

Although Keys has no marriage plans 
for the near future, that might be a good 
thing. It might be rather difficult for her at 
this point in her career to find time to plan 
a wedding. On the day of our interview she 
had to race out to shoot the James Bond 
“Quantum of Solace” music video with 
Jack White of The White Stripes. 

And on the following day, she was set to 
resume her ‘As I Am” world tour. Normally 
Keys, who has sold more than 30 million 
albums, doesn’t allow her two worlds— 
music and acting— to collide. She considers 
that “a recipe for insanity” But she said she 
made an exception to film “Bees.” 

“In this case, this film was so important 
to me I did decide to do it when I knew I 
was about to go on tour,” she said. “There 
was a bit of sacrifice in that, and I had to 
pay for it. My body broke down and I got 
very sick. I realized then I can do only one 
thing at a time!”

Want beer with that?

Pairing food with wine is a no-brainer. Most 
fine restaurants around the country are set 
up with menus and wine lists to make it work 
to palate-pleasing perfection, but for a lot of 
serious foodies and the places they frequent, 
beer can be an afterthought. 

No longer. 

If you want to get in on the beer-pairing 
trend and do it right, here are five tips on pair- 
ing brews with foods from Colin Vent, sous 
chef at Deep Wood restaurant in Columbus, 
Ohio. 

1 . Spicy foods such as southeast Asian, 
Indian and Central/South American pair well 
with the beers they produce there, generally 
pilsner-styled lagers (excluding the excellent 
Sri Lankan Lion Stout). The crisp body helps 
tame the heat. 

2 . Classic garnishes for cheeses include 
nuts, lightly acidic fruits and sweets such as 
jams and honeys. Beer can fill these rolls: a 
nutty brown ale, sweet hoppy double IPA or 
tangy wheat ale can provide these balances. 


3. Stouts and porters, the darkest beer 
styles, match chocolate and coffee flavors in 
desserts or meat dishes very well. Their dark 
color comes from highly roasted barley that 
lends a degree of bitter roast character. Try a 
coffee rub on beef, or a Mexican mole. 

4. Belgian beers exhibit a high level of com- 
plexity due to their various yeast character- 
istics. They’re often spicy, tangy or fruity If 
you pair them up with foods featuring spices 
and herbs, those foods will help pull similar 
flavors forward from the beer. 

5. Barleywines are beers that feature a 
rich body, sweet flavor and, in the case of 
American versions, a high degree of hoppy 
bitterness. These beers are built to stand up 
to almost any cuisine, and any course. British 
versions tend to be much more syrupy and 
fruity, making them excellent stand-ins for 
dessert wines such as ports and Madeiras 
during dessert courses. American examples’ 
high level of hops helps them stand up to 
rich and fatty meats as well as creamy sauces 
and starches.

The Philly Sling 

The Philly Sling is a throwback, a nod to Prohibition-era speak-easies. Here’s how it’s made at 
Hummingbird to Mars, a speak-easy-style drinking den in Washington. 

» Ice 

» 1 V 2 ounces applejack 

» 1 ounce sloe gin, preferably Plymouth 

» ^4 ounce freshly squeezed lemon juice (from 1 large lemon) 

» V 4 ounce simple syrup (equal parts sugar and water boiled over low heat until clear) 

» 2 to 3 dashes aromatic bitters (may substitute Angostura bitters) 

Fill a mixing glass halfway full with ice. Add the applejack, sloe gin, lemon juice, simple syrup and 
bitters; stir vigorously for 30 seconds. Strain into a cocktail (martini) glass.

There was some suggestion when 
it came out that “Indiana Jones 
and the Kingdom of the Crystal 
Skull” had jumped the shark. That 
its original charm or qualities had 
been lost. 

Jumping the shark usually hap- 
pens when filmmakers or TV 
shows try something bigger, 
dumber, louder or more outra- 
geous in order to juice things up— 
or simply because they’ve run out 
of real ideas. So what did director 
Steven Spielberg, creator George 
Lucas and writer David Koepp do 
that was so crazy? Nothing really 

“Crystal Skull” may have its 
ridiculous plot points, but what 
“Indy” film hasn’t? The new one is a melding 
of old Saturday afternoon adventure serials, 
’50s sci-fi and Cold War/Atomic Age para- 
noia, new age-y fantasy high-tech special 
effects, old-fashioned stunts, a little slapstick, 
and (breath here) comfort food. The latter in 
the form of Harrison Ford’s Indy— a heroic 
character who’s been around since 1981, giv- 


ing him enough time to be loved 
by kids and their grandparents, 
thanks to DVD. Although Ford 
is grayer and craggier, his brown 
fedora and whip fit him well. 

Since “Crystal” is set in 1957, 
gone are the Nazis as villains, 
replaced by the Soviets, and led 
by Irina Spalko (Cate Blanchett 
vamping it up with a black wig, 
boots and sword in hand).

No fare hike for 
trains next year, 
but funding critical

With ridership nearing a record high, Metra 
officials told commuters Friday they likely 
won’t see a fare increase for the next two years, 
but warned about slower, more crowded trains 
without help from the state. 

Metra needs a minimum of $2.6 billion in 
additional state and federal funds over five 
years to keep its system properly maintained 
and to purchase new equipment, officials said. 

“We are at a crossroads,” Metra Chairman 
Carole Doris said as the agency unveiled its 
proposed 2009 budget and five-year financial 
plan. 

The plan, officials said, depends upon the 
General Assembly and Gov Blagojevich agree- 
ing on a statewide public works program, simi- 
lar to the recent Build Illinois effort. 


A $530 million funding package approved in 
January took care of the transit systems’ day-to- 
day operating costs, but critical capital needs 
such as maintenance and equipment must be 
the next order of business, officials said. 

Both the CTA and Pace recently announced a 
fare increase for 2009. Metra hiked fares 10 per- 
cent in February just as the legislature approved 
a sales tax increase to fund mass transit. 

Although some questioned the move at the 
time, the fare increase enabled Metra to divert 
$10 million toward immediate capital needs. 

Under its five-year plan, Metra envisions 
adding 160 new “Highliner” cars for the 
Electric District service at a cost of $585 mil- 
lion; 50 new bi-level cars for diesel lines cost- 
ing $100 million; and 10 new locomotives, 
estimated at $40 million. 

Ridership is expected to hit a record 85 mil- 
lion passenger trips in 2008, but complaints 
are increasingly heard about standing-room 
only trains and delays due to equipment break- 
downs. 

Hamstrung by a lack of train cars, Metra has 




resorted to reclaiming old equipment it previ- 
ously sold to transit agencies in Virginia and 
Utah. 

“If we don’t have a capital program ... it’s 
going to dramatically have an adverse effect 
on on-time performance ... ,” said Executive 
Director Phil Pagano. 

“We’re not going to have the cars to handle 
the additional capacity It’s not going to be a 
pretty picture.”

The embezzlement case, a recent 
revelation to some board members, has 
spawned a lawsuit and set off a power 
struggle inside ACORN at a time when 
the liberal group’s voter registration prac- 
tices are the subject of fraud investiga- 
tions and fodder for campaign attacks.
